JEFFRES IN COLORADO, 


Former Decatur Minister in the Gold 


and Silver Mines. 
Onray, Col., July 0, 1899. 


Eds. Republican:—Some time ago I 


promised to tell yon abont the mines 
near here and the ore. The first miue 
I visited was about 11,000 feet—The 
American Nettie. They use about 80 
men. Everything up there is kept 
tidy. The first place wo visited was 
the superintendent's office. In it he 
bad his telephone, electric light and 
all the conveniences one would need 
in the city. Next comes the dining 
hall and kitchen. These are kept in 
splendid shape. After climbing 3000 
feet in height and entering such a hnl1 


one could scarcely resist the temptation 
of wishing to sample some of the good 
things 111 bucb an altitude. One man 
and a boy keeps evorj tiling in line 
shape for 80 hungry men. Then comes 
the sleeping apartment. That did not 
present quite as neat an appearance, 
but it seemed to be quite comfortable. 
Then passing on we entered the black- 
smith's shop -where two men were 
hard at work. .From this we stepped 
out and into n tunnel with our candles 
in baud tmd proceeded a thousand feet 
in the dense darkness. Sometime the 
light would go out and we were com- 
pelled to stop and light up. The super- 
intendent don1 like to tell the richness 
of.the ore, but it mns from $80 to $200 
per ton and that is considered excel- 
lent, indeed. This was my first uuder. 
ground trip, except through a tunnel 
on the railroad. They laughed at me 
when I would speak of the road up 
to this place. The fact ia there is no 
oad, 
it is a rail. 
Everything is 


uioked up and down on the burros, 
.hie burro packs two bales of hay, an- 
other two quarters of beef oiid fao ou. 


is woiiderful to see them climb 


with such heavy loads. 
Up in such 


places where they can't have a mill 
,or a wagoii road |they blast the locks 
with dynamite, having drilled a hole 
JO inches or more into the hard rock. 
Then the men would pick out the 
;ood 
aud pound it up iuto small 


pieces from tbo size of a marble to a 
len egg and sack it up iu 100-pouud 
sacks and pxit one oujeach side of the 
saddle aud often a third on top. It iB 


urprisiiig to see what heavy loads 
these little quadrupeds can pack. The 
shutting down of the Brno)tors in this 
country has 
the same effect 
aa a 


failure of crops in the east. There 
are ouly two minoa of any size at 
work near here. 
The Camp Bird and 


the Kevouu3 Tunnel. The former is 
owned by one inau, Thomas F. Walsh, 
who, it is said, is receiving $90,000 
a month incomes. Three years ago he 
was a poor man. Now ho and his 
family aro in Europe traveling. 
Last 


full he bought a fine residence iu 
Washington, D. O. 
He works 200 


mou. I never saw Mr. Walsh, but he 
is well thought of here. Last wiiitar 
he went to all the grocery stores and 
ordered them to send $25 worth of 
groceries to all the poor people, as 
they needed them. I don't know what 
bis politics are but I think ho must be 
a Republican. Wbeu the silver was 
demouetizedOoIorado thought she was 
rumed. And when the Sherman 
was repealed that was the deaduer. 
But this very mine that is so rich in 
gold, was then worked as a bilver 
iniuo by a company. So that act must 
have been a bletkiug in diRguise to the 
whole state of Colorado. I thick Mr.

Gold is king here, too. Tho smelter 
etriko BO far has hud no influence on 
the Camp Bird uiino. They have a 
mill within two miles of where they 
take out the ore.

to ruu the ore to the mill. One iu the 
eoet might not understand how the 
ore is conveyed to the place where it 
is treated. Take an endless cable o: 
chain aud put it over a horizonta 
wheel ou t rp of tbe electric tower in 
Decatar and let auother be secured 01 
a wagou several hundred yards fron 
tho base of the tower, andhoio will be 
buckets suspended every 50 or 00 fee 
on this chain. They are secured by a 
bar of irou. The first bucket is loadec 
away up in the mouth of the tunnel. 
Then when it is let down off of tho 
table itf weight starts the chain to 
inoviug and as the loaded bucket leavei 
the empty one comes to be tilled. Thi 
weight of the buckets keep the chain 
moving. Whon the first loaded bnoke 
reaches the mill it dumps itself am 
goes right around. In many place 
these buckets are suspended 80 feet o 
100 fet iu the ail. In the amalgamating 
room, where the precious metal i 
partially relieved of the impurities 
yon can Bee large lumps of gold even 
before reaching tbe smelter. There i 
one lump worth $4000. This, bow 
ever, weighs 300 ounces. This is sail 
to be the greatest gold mine in th< 
world. Mr. Walsh spares no mono;

A Giant Oate. 


At Santa, Clara, Cal., there is a Bap- 


tist church which was built of lum- 
ber wade from a single giant oak tree. 
Under Its branches the first Baptist 
service in that region-was held, in 18S3. 


When it was decided to build a church 


edifice it was thought best to use the 
site of the original meeting place. 


With appropriate ceremonies the 


great tree, whose shade covered an acre 
of ground, was consecrated fox iU new 
purpose. Workmen then cut off the 
tree 80 feet from the ground. This 
big stump -was partially hollow, and 
was'allowed to stand for the church 
tower. A tapering steeple was built 
on top of it. The upper part of (he 
tree trunk and its huge branches were 
sawed up into lumber for the main 
body ol the church. When the church 
stood completed, a substantial building 
30 feet wide by 70 feet deep, 1,200 feet 
of lumber remained uuusued. A more 
sturdy building could not be imagined. 
It is as strong as the old Saxon churches 
of England, which were built centuries 
ago out of native oak and are still in

HOW HOVELS ARE JUDGED. 


UnnnicrlpU Are Bend by Three Em- 


pert* Be to re Delac Fa»ed 


Ipoa: 


With the advance of education the 


number of men aud women aspiring to 
authorship increases. Chicago seems to 
be particularly prolific in tibia line. Not 
a day past-as but the back publishers in 
thia city reject manuscripts by the 
dozen. But still they come, the num- 
ber seeming to increase in proportion 
to the number of rejections. "Since Ihe 
first of the year I have averaged about 
18 novels a day," said a quiet-looking 
gentleman, to a reporter. The quiet- 
looking gentleman holds the position ol 
reader in one of the largest book-pub- 
lishing houses in Chicago, and he was 
referring to the works of fiction upon 
which he passed sentence daily. 


"Of course, i don't pretend to read 


that many novels," he continued, "foi 
the availability of nearly three-fourths 
of all the manuscripts we receive can be 
determined in the flrbt few pages. If 
the btai t is hopelessly bad it would be 
folly to waste time on the balance 
When I strike anything that is the least 
promising I run through it rapidly, anc 
if my first impression is confirmed lay 
it aside for careful rereading. Should 
my opinion still remain fa\orable J 
prepare a. brief written report and turn 
it over to another read<".', who subse- 
quently pause* it to a tb.rd. The matter 
of acceptance or rejfction is. then de- 
termined by the twu heads of The firm, 
having before them all three of the re- 
ports. 


"It sometimes happens that I en- 


counter a story totally unsuited to our 
purposes, yet well adapted to the needs 
qf some other house. For instance, we 
do riot handle any light, sensational 
novels of the 'Duchess' brand, but now 
and then something rather clever in 
that line is submitted, and in such cases 
I usually take paina to suggest the 
name of another house to the author. 
Other readers do the same thing for UB, 
and in that way we are frequently of 
considerable mutual service. 


"Just at present th«re t.eems to be 


quite a drift among writers toward the 
religious 'problem' novel, and we re- 
ceive a great many manuscripts of that 
character. I noticed the same thing 
after the success of 'Robert Elsmcre' 
and 'The Story of an African Farm,' but 
it died down/and it is only lately that 
it haa experienced a revival. That re- 
minds roe, by the way, tbat readers al- 
ways look for what they call 'first nnd 
second crops' after the appearance of a 
successful book. I can explain the 
thing beat by an illustration. When 
Bider Haggard's 'She' made such a hit 
some years ago all the big- publishing 
houses were immediately deluged with 
tales of adventure introducing the su- 
pernatural element. Then there was a 
lull, followed, five or six month* later, 
by another downpour of the same kind 
of etories. The explanation is exceed- 
ingly simple. The first lot of manu- 
script was old stuff that the writers had 
already on hand orhadpossibly'markcd 
over' a little to suit the reigning- fad. 
The second output represented the 
stories that were conceived and writ- 
ten after the furore created by Hag- 
gard's books, and were obviously the re- 
sult of suggestions. It

scores with the public we prepare our 
minds for the dual aftermath."—Chi- 
cago Chronicle.
